Hope Star now has in production a Ludlow display 


type casting machine with 14 fonts of brass matrices or 
dies ranging from 36-point up to giant 96 and an 
additional series of figures only in 144-point. 


The old system of handsetting foundry type has 


been discarded. The new machine produces fresh slugs 
for each advertisement or multi-column news head- 
line. 


Production under the old foundry type system was 


limited to the number of block letters in a newspaper's 
cases — but with the slug-casting Ludlow the only limit 
to production is the amount of metal which a newspaper 
has available to melt down in the new machine. 


With the exception of the pictures ^and the Linotype 


lines everything on this page was produced by the new 
Ludlow — a long step forward by Hope Star in its con- 
tinuing service to the advertising and reading public of 
Southwest Arkansas.
